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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Brook (U.S. Patent 
No. 5,673,105). 

Regarding claim 1, Brook discloses a scanner comprising: a platen (18) supported by a 
housing (10), said platen adapted to abut a media to be scanned; and a document cover (30) 
adapted to sandwich said media against said platen, said document cover hinged to said housing 
by at least one first hinge, said document cover comprising: 

a base portion having a closed position and at lest one open position (34C+34D); and a 
flap portion (34A+34B) independently hinged to said base portion by at least one second hinge 
(H2), said flap portion adapted to open to enable insertion of said media onto said platen while 
said base portion is in said closed position (fig. 5, col. 2, line 37 through col. 3, line 16).
